selecting a configuration of the physical element , said physical element including 
a plurality of ports :

configuration of the physical element through a reboot of a node associated with the port.

said physical clement being one of a s witch, a tar&et channel adapter, and a host 

channel adapter.

in response to a host channel adapter and a host node becoming operational, 
reporting the host channel adapters and host processor node as they become operational. 

7. (Original): The method as recited in claim 1 } further comprising: 

in response to removing a host channel adapter and a host node from operation, 
reporting the removal of the host channel adapter and the host node from operation. 

8. (Original): The method as recited in claim 1, further comprising: 
connecting one or more operating system images to at least one host channel 

adapter. 

9. (Original): The method as recited in claim 8, wherein the host channel adapter is 
a virtual host channel adapter.
